“The Aurora,’’ Carlo Nicoli’s beautiful marble 


fresco (a copy of Guido Reni’s famous painting ) 
is not visible from the back of the Music Hall. 
It’s on a specially designed wall space to the left 
of the organ case. Edward Searles, noted art 
lover and. collector of Methuen, hired Henry 
Vaughan to design the hall to not only house the 
Great Organ but to design a suitable space on 
which to hang his beloved ‘‘Aurora.’’ Spcial per- 
mission from the Italian government had to be 
obtained to have this painting copied in marble

28) in Methuen, just south of the square.

- About Our People 
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Forte Lies In Window Treatment

Consider the average self-assured and 
sophisticated homeowner about to redec- 
orate the living room. Choose new car- 
peting? No problem. Pick out a roomful 
of new furniture? Fine. Select a few tas- 
teful prints and candlesticks and objets 
d’art to complete the picture? A plea- 
sure 

But what to do about the picture win- 
dow with the unappealing view? And 
those two funny narrow windows behind 
the sofa? Can they possibly be trans- 
formed into visions that are unusual yet 
elegant and absolutely perfect for the 
room? Yikes ¥e 

This is when the average intelligent 
and reasonable homeowner decides to do 
the sensible thing: call an interior de 
1gner 

Nothing gives the amateur decorator 
greater pause than windows, according 
to interior designer Karen Sugarman of 
Germano Way. “‘Most people can go into 
a store and pick out carpets and furni- 
ture and accessories,” she notes, ‘‘but 
they really go into a tailspin over win- 
dows. That’s where most of my clients 
come from. They know they need help.’ 

Windcw treatments are Ms. Sug 
arman’s forte, so much so that she has 
named her Andover-based business Cur 
tain Calls. But she is ready and eager t 
design ‘‘total rooms, from soup to nuts, 
and she cautions clients that even the 
most fabulous windows can not create a 
perfect room 

‘People tend to expect window treat 
ments to solve the remaining problems 
in a room that isn’t unified. One piece of 
furniture, one oriental rug, one picture 
or one set of window treatments is not 
going to unify a room,” she explains 
‘Some people stop short of a total plan, 
or they don’t have a plan at all — and 
they make a lot of expensive mistakes.”’ 

Curtain Calls has been in business 
since January 1984. Ms. Sugarman esti- 
mates that up to 70 percent of her work is 
in Andover, although “word of mouth’ 
has brought her clients from Lowell, 
Chelmsford and Westford as well 

The Louisiana-bred designer — a New 
Englander for the past five years and an 
Andover resident since her marriage to 
Paul Sugarman a year ago — has always 
loved her field. ‘‘I was the child who was 
always redecorating her room, moving 
things around,’’ she remembers ] 
showed an affinity for it very early on.”’ 

But her parents discouraged that inter- 
est, urging Karen toward a more practi- 
cal career instead, so she studied home 
economics education at Northeast Loui- 
siana University. There was definitely 
‘‘some alliance’’ between the two areas, 
she says; her college courses included 
art, interior design, textiles, psychology 
and consumer economics. 

After four years of teaching home eco- 
nomics to junior high and high school 
students, however, Karen decided to pur- 
sue her original ambition. She began 
with a year-long apprenticeship with two 
design firms one that specialized in 


window treatments, and another that fo- 
cused on carpets and furnishings — that 
left her with ‘‘a fairly diverse back- 
ground. And you learn some really neat 
things in the school of hard knocks.”’ 

Ms. Sugarman worked for a number of 
design companies (including Reflective 
Designer in Newton and The Home Show 
in Wakefield) for seven years before 
striking out on her own. During the past 
20 months, she’s learned that ‘‘the busi- 
ness end of it is very demanding, as 
much or only slightly less than the de- 
sign work itself. It’s time-consuming.” 

Still, her career has not been a disap- 
pointment. “I like people, first of all. 
You meet a lot of people from a lot of 
liverse backgrounds, and that’s held my 
interest. And I like working with color, | 
love textures and I love fibers — there’s 
just a real interest there.” 

Her love for ‘‘textiles and fabrics” 
helps explain her interest in window 
treatments, Karen says: In most cases, 
‘‘you have to put some kind of fabric up 
there.’’ Besides, the very qualities that 
often make windows a headache to the 
home decorator make them appealing to 
the professional designer. 

‘Here in New England you tend to find 
i tremendous amount of unusual win- 
lows,’’ she says, “because the homes 
are older. There are arched windows, 

alladians, lots of bays and bows. It’s a 
ittle bit more of a challenge.” 

Such challenges inspire her to come up 
with new designs, which she usually tries 
windows, or I 
friends and before she pre 
sents them to a client. ‘It’s best to try 
out first. Some of the things you see i 
magazines are totally impractical in 
real-life situations you don’t see the 
bubblegum and chicken holding 
them together. I try things first so if the 
design doesn't work out, n 
except maybe me 

Karen broke her own rule recently 
when she presented a client with a 
sketch of an untested original design 
Karen’s middle-of-the-night inspiratior 
for a problem window 

The client’s Westford condominiun 
was designed with generous windows t 
bring its rural outdoor setting into eact 
room, the designer says. The problen 
was an over-sized arched window in the 
master bedroom. 

The condo owner did not want to cover 
the arch and hide its gorgeous view, but 
left totally bare the arch looked forgotten 
and out-of-place. Karen’s solution: a 
shirred valance that follows the curve of 
the arch and falls into scalloped poufs 
(like those in a balloon shade). 

Ms. Sugarman’s client loved the 
sketch, but when the valance was first 
hung it didn’t drape in all the right 
places so the determined designer 
took it down and brought it home. 

‘Every night for a week or so I pulled 
it out and played with it until I figured 
out what was the matter with it,”’ she 
says. Eventually “‘it worked, and it looks 
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Interior designer Karen Sugarman at work in her home office. 
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Another couple Karen has worked with 
wanted to warm up their drafty older 
home to keep their new baby cozy, and 
also to protect their new oriental rugs 
from direct sunlight. (‘‘Sometimes you 
have more than one problem.’ ) 

The designer suggested a soft-fold ro- 
man shade that can be pulled up or down 
to keep out cold air they do a really 
good job of insulating a window’ — and 
over that, a swag and jabot combination 
that suited the home’s ‘‘very traditional’ 
look. That, too, has proved a successful 
solution, Karen says 

For her own living room, Karen has 
chosen one of today’s most popular 


looks, she a poufed valance (muct 
like the one she designed for the arched 
window) hung over pinch-pleated drape 
ries. The manmade fabric, a tissue-silk 
look-alike, is in a muted peach, reflect 
ing the designer’s fondness for pastel co! 
ors 

‘T prefer pastels,’’ she says, ‘‘perhaps 
because I was brought up in the South 
The traditional style is one of my favor- 
ites. I’m also really enticed by Victoriar 
and art deco — you don’t see much Victo- 
rian architecture in the South, with lots 
of gingerbread, the good gaudy stuff. It’s 
a fun kind of look, something new for 
me 

But Ms. Sugarman does not expect he!

Raytheon Donates Land 


Raytheon Company 
has made a _ $40,000 
grant to the Sudbury 
Valley Trustees to pur- 
chase options on unde- 
veloped land in the 
Sudbury River valley. 

Allen H. Morgan, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
Sudbury Valley Trust- 
ees, a private, non- 
profit organization 
formed to encourage 
land conservation, said 
the money will be used 
to preserve open space 
areas in Sudbury, Way- 
land, Marlboro, South- 
boro and Framingham.

Standex Earnings Decline 


Standex International Corporation (NYSE) 
has reported a 5 percent decline in earnings in 
the fiscal year ended June 30. Sales for the year 
were down slightly due to the divestiture of two 
operating units, the company reported. 

Thomas L. King, president and chief exec- 
utive, stated that, ‘‘Standex, like most manufac- 
turers, is experiencing the continuing softness of 
the overall economy.” He added that, ‘‘Since the 
second fiscal quarter, there has been a definite 
slowdown in the pace of incoming orders. While 
the situation has not gotten any worse, it has not 
yet shown any real improvement. When the 
economy improves, Standex is well-positioned 
and prepared to regain its former momentum.” 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, Standex 
earned $1.37 a share on net income of $18.6 mil- 
lion, as compared with $1.44 a share and net 
incme of $20 million in fiscal 1984. Sales for the 
latest year amounted to $375.3 million, as com- 
pared with $378.5 million in the prior year. Per 
share earnings in the latest period were based 
on 13.6 million shares outstanding. 

In the fourth fiscal quarter ended June 30, 
Standex earned 29 cents a share on net income 
of $3.9 million, as compared with 40 cents a 
share and net income of $5.6 million in fiscal 
1984. Sales for the latest quarter amounted to 
$90.9 million, as compared with $96.3 million in 
the prior year. 

Fiscal 1984 sales included $28.9 million from 
two units which were sold early in fiscal 1985. 
During fiscal 1985, these two units contributed 
sales of $10.6 million, a drop of more than $18

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Minnesota Indian Teens Find 
New Horizons In Andover Visit 


By Lisa Waterman 


It was a friendship that became as in- 
terwoven as the black ash strip basket 
that was weaved by a group of eight And- 
over teens and eight Northern Minnesota 
Indian teens, during their visit to the 
White Earth Indian reservation in Min- 
nesota last summer. It was cemented 
this summer, during a sailing trip along 
Warren Island, Islesboro and Seal Har- 
bor. 

The exchange program is called ‘‘New 
Horizons."’ It was begun by the Rev. Wil- 
liam Freeman during his stay at Trinity 
Church, Marshfield, in 1967. The idea be- 
gan when Rev. Freeman asked the youth 
sroup to ‘‘dream a little bit” The dream 
took them to Montreal for Expo 67.’ 

When the Rev. James Diamond of 
Christ Episcopal Church in Andover vis- 


ted Rev. Freeman, now pastor at the 
White Earth Indian Reservation and 


leatned about New Horizons, he decided 
to ‘pick up the gauntle®’ and bring the 
program to Andover. 

Last summer, eight Andover teen- 
agers traveled to the White Earth Indian 
reservation in Minnesota to meet eight 
Indian teens and embark on a 17 day 
camping trip through the Canadian 
Rockies. This summer the Indian teens 
arrived at Logan Airport for a week of 
camping and sailing in New England. 

The teenagers stood in front of a gath- 
ering of about 45 friends and family at 
Christ Church on Sunday, Aug. 18, and 
answered questions posed by Rev. Di- 
amond in the second cycle of the New 
Horizons program 

[wo sailboats, the Boomerang and the 
Bolero were manned by the teen crews, 
with a mixture of Andover and Minneso- 
ta teenagers. For the Indian teens it was 
their first encounter with sailing and 
with the ocean. 

‘I remember Becky, Janet, Valerie, 
and Sheila encountering the ocean,” 
Rev. Diamond told the group. ‘‘They 
went out into the ocean and the ocean 
encountered them. One breaker came up 
and then another would wash back up. 
Watching them I learned what the ocean 
was. It was a wonderful image that I will 
never lose.”’ 

An Indian teen spoke quietly about 
what he experienced working with the 
crew members on the sailboat, Bolero 
“T learned how eight different people 
from eight different areas could work to 
gether and how this glow was created in 
this group.”’ Brian Lovejoy, Naytah- 
waush, Minn. said 

Lessons in friendship were learned 
while under sail. + 

One of the major things that I 
learned when I was working on the Bole- 
ro was the give and take of any 
relationship. You have to give a lot but in 
the end it is worth it, because you recieve 
so much,”’ Jennifer Coe, Juliette Street, 
told the congregation. 

Rev. William Freeman, who has 
worked on the White Earth reservation 
for the past decade, told the Andover pa- 
rishoners the difficulty the young Indians 


will face. 

‘Indians growing up face @ double bur- 
den,”’ Freeman said. ‘In order to be a 
success they have to integrate into two 
cultures. They have to touch the white 
world, work within it or reject it and go 
back to the reservation.” 

The Minnesota youngsters are the first 
generation who will want to leave the 
reservation and attempt to make it in the 
Caucasian world, according to Freeman. 

One of the major discoveries of the two 
groups was that although the cultures 
were radically different, beneath the sur- 
face the teens were alike. 

‘‘We got to know and understand each 
other so well that we could say anything 
and no one would be offended and that 
was what was done,” Julie Williams 
said 

Andover teen, Christopher Wright, re- 
called watching his friends first experi- 
ence with the ocean. 

‘I remember the first time the Minne- 
sota kids saw the ocean, their eyes just 
bulged out.’”” Wright said. ‘“‘They were 
excited and impressed by it. Conversa- 
tions between us were just picked up 
from last year. Lifetime friendships 
have been made.”

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Equality In School Sports 
A Fact Advisor Points Out 


By Lisa Waterman 


There is equality in school athletics, as 
a matter of fact, girls’ sports have re- 
ceived more funds than boys. 


These were among the statistics pre- 
sented by Program Advisor for Athletics 
Richard Bourdelais during Tuesday’s 
meeting of the School Committee. He 
was responding to a petition presented to 
the committee by a group of parents call- 
ing for equal consideration for female 
varsity athletes. 


The petition signed by 60 Andover resi- 
dents was presented by Jean Salazar at 
the Aug. 13 meeting of the commitee. 

The material included information on 
facilities, budget allocations and infor- 
mation concerning the hiring of coaches 


‘During a meeting in June, with pri- 
vate citizens and Rep. Susan Tucker, we 
addressed the concern of equality in 
boys’ and girls’ sports,’ Bourdelais told 
the committee. ‘ ‘Excluding baseball and 
softball, everything is cut down the mid- 
dle,”’ he said. 


The upgrading of the softball fields are 
a legitimate concern, according to the 
athletic director. 

‘As to the inequality of the budget, fe- 
males received more money than the 
boys. The program has doubled since 
1973,’ Bourdelais said. 

Comparable sports share fields equal- 
ly. Practice times are evenly divided be- 
tween girls’ and boys’ teams and a 
system of alternating practices on an 
equal basis is established by the coaches 
and program advisors, according to 
material provided by Boudelais. 


An inequity presently exists in the 
number of baseball fields and their con- 
dition as compared to softball fields, 
according to Bourdelais 


There are five baseball fields and one 
softball field in excellent condition 
according to statistics provided by the 
athletic director. The remaining three 
sub varsity softball fields do not com 
pare with the baseball fields for the 


same level of play. 

“Plans to solve the situation include 
improvements of the J.V. field at the 
high school and using the Chestnut Court 
field at Doherty for girl’s softball,”’ 
Bourdelais said 


The selection of coaches, which was 
one of the issues of inequality between 
boys’ and girls’ sports mentioned in the 
petition, was addressed by Bourdelais. 


“This is a dilemma in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts, there just aren’t people out 
there applying for the positions,’ Bour- 
delais said. ‘It’s the old saying you can 
always find someone to coach, but it isn’t 
easy to find coaches.” he said. 

There were 87 applicants for 73 
tions and some sports receiving no appli 
cants at all, according to Bourdelais 

There is a lack of trained people 
available. Coaching salaries do not just! 
fy sacrificing employment in other fields 
or part-time work,” Bourdelais said 

The lack of available teaching post- 


posi 


tlons Nas aiscouraged trained people 
from applying They are seeking employ 
ment elsewhere or in other fields 
according to the material provided by 
the athletic director. 

“I don’t think there is any bias ir 
volved when hiring female coaches for 
female sports. It is unusual for a female 
applicant to apply for a male sport 
Locker room supervision and the impor 
tance of female and male role models 
are important considerations,’’ Bourde- 
lais said. 

‘I think you have answered all ths 
questions in the petition,”’ acting schoo 


board chairman, Michael Giammuss« 
said.

Planners Approve Parking Permits

With the Planning Board’s approval 
Andover Savings Bank will add five new 
spaces to its parking lot and lease seven 
additional off-site spaces, to serve a new 
second-floor addition to its property at 45 
Main St. 

That address, formerly the site of 
Scanlon Hardware, will soon house 
Thompson's stationary and office supply 
store. Thompson’s is scheduled to move 
from its current 77 Main St. address this 
month. 

The planners last Tuesday night voted 
unanimously (with Russ Moran absent) 
to grant the bank a special permit to pro- 
vide off-site parking for the second-floor 
addition, as required by the town’s new- 
ly-amended parking bylaw. Annual town 
meeting approved the bylaw amendment 
this spring. 

Because the use of the first floor of the 
building — retail — has not changed 
since Scanlon’s left the building, the 
bank will not be required to provide new 
parking for that floor, Principal Planner 
Nancy Jeton of the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning department noted. 

Andover Savings Bank President Rob- 
ert Henderson explained that the bank 
parking lot now has 79 spaces, twelve 
less than would be needed to serve the 
new addition at 45 Main St. 

He said the bank would add five new 
spaces to its own lot by re-striping the lot 
to make smaller, and therefore more, 
spaces; Jeton said that would be accep- 
table under the bylaw. 

The bank would then lease three addi- 
tional spaces in the Pioneer Financial 
bank’s lot off Chestnut Street (where 
Andover Savings currently leases four 


spaces, the president noted), along with 
four ‘spaces from South Church on Cen- 
tral Street, for a total of 12 new spaces 

The off-site spaces would be used for 
employee parking, Henderson said 

Planner Paul Curley wondered wheth- 
er the, bank might seek a lease 
agreement with South Church longer 
than the one-year lease it has currently 
negotiated. But Jeton said it would be 
“better to let the bank stay in a position 
of flexibility,’’ because bank officials are 
currently seeking more ‘satellite 
spaces”’ elsewhere in town. 


Later during last week’s hearing, the 
board approved a reduced pumber of 
parking spaces for a proposed addition to 
New England Telephone and Telegrap! 
Company’s corporate data center on 
Shattuck Road. 

According to company officials, the 
site now has 130 spaces. Under town by 
laws, the proposed addition would bring 
the parking requirement up to 211 
spaces. However, the telephone compa- 
ny sought permission to provide only 172 
spaces. 


Officials explained that only 38,000 


square feet of the 92,900-square foot cor 
porate date center is occupied by en 
ployees, while me rest is taken up by 
equipment. With no more than 70 em- 


ployees to be employe d on the first shift 
the plant will never require more than 
172 spaces, officials said 

The planning board agreed to the re- 
duced parking, to avoid paving more 
green space than necessary — but with 
the stipulaticn that land would be re 
served for a total of 211 spaces, in case 
the maximum amount of parking is ever 
needed. 


Decision On Hotel Tax: 
Put Off Until Spring 


Hotel and motel guests passing 
through town may eventually be taxed 
for staying in Andover, but there will be 
no special fall town meeting to consider 
that possibility this year. 

With Selectman John Scileppi dissent- 
ing, the Board of Selectmen last week 
voted to delay any action on the proposed 
hotel/motel tax until the next annual 
town meeting. 

At that time, the selectmen indicated 
voters will probably have a chance to 
vote on a warrant article that would im- 
pose the local tax on hotel and motel 


Last month, Town Manager Kenneth 


Mahony told the selectmen that with 
town meeting's approval of state en 
abling legislation, Andover could in- 
crease the current 5.6-percent state tax 
that hotel and motel guests pay on their 
bills to 10 percent. 

The increased revenues — an esti- 
mated $350,000 to $450,000 each year, and 
eventually as much as $1 million per 
year — would be returned to the town, 
and those revenues could help keep prop- 
erty tax rates in line, the manager said. 

Board members last month said they 


would consider calling a special town . 


meeting this fall, with the proposed ho- 
tel/motel tax as one warrant article 


But during a selectme meeting la 
Wednesday night, Aug. 28, Chairman 
William Dalton said he favored deferring 
town meeting action on the tax until next 
spring. There is no other town meeting 
business on the horizon at the moment, 
he explained, and single-issue town 
meetings sometimes become ‘“‘very emo- 
tional.”’ 

The majority agreed with the chair 
man, voting four-one to take no action on 
the tax proposal until spring 1986 

Selectmen Scileppi, however, main- 
tained that ‘‘if the board feels there is

Parking Problems 


It is becoming increasingly evident that And- 
over has parking and traffic problems. 

It is also evident that the problems are not nec- 
essarily insurmountable, given some attention. 

Due to a newly-enacted bylaw, businesses must 
now appear before planners to explain their park- 
ing provisions, or seek relief from the require- 
ments of the new ordinance. 

Conformance has been seen in recent weeks 
with the owner of a proposed funeral home on 
Pearson Street making arrangements with St. 
Augustine’s church for additional parking spaces 
in order to comply with the law. The same situa- 
tion evolved for Andover Savings Bank which has 
made arrangements for off-site parking for its 
Main Street offices. Likewise, New England Tele- 
phone sought and received modification of the 
regulations for an addition to its Shattuck Road 
property. 

These type of problems are easily resolved. 
The bylaw, approved at this year’s town meeting, 
is an acceptable regulation which allows some 
municipal control over parking in both commer- 
tial and industrial areas. And, to date, imple- 
mentation of those regulations has not been 
severe or imposed hardship on developers or 
businesses. 

Attention is needed, however, in such areas as 
parking within the central business district and 
the fringe areas. 


People who work in these areas need a place to 
park their car for the day without the penalty of 
being fined for going beyond the two-hour limit. 

Sometime during the summer the town decided 
to put some more signs up in the business area. 
So they dug up some ‘two-hour limit’ jobs and put 
them on utility poles all the way from Olde And- 
over Village to the Phillips campus. 

Now, if you happen to live along that stretch of 
road, you can’t park your car in front of the house 
for more than two hours. 

Or, if you are employed in the area and want to 
leave your car on the street (the only available 
parking alternative), you’re going to have to 
leave the office every two hours and move the 
vehicle to remain in conformance with the law. 

There are some businsses or professional of- 
fices in the area which actually have people 
assigned to seeing to it that personnel get a re- 
minder every two hours to move the car. 

It would seem that problems such as these, 
along with traffic flow through the business area, 
could be resolved by an in-house study of the 
problems and areas where improvements can be 
made. 

It is suggested that selectmen and the town 
manager direct their attention to resolving these 
matters to make Andover’s downtown, business 
area a more comfortable place to visit and travel 
through.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Last week’s ‘‘Laborious Logic’ edito- 
rial was fantastic and outlandish. Even 
though I didn’t agree with most of it, it 
was entertaining and useful. 

Among other things, the editorial was 
outrageous (suggesting that the select- 
men would charge a fee for the installa- 
tion of a water purifier), whimsical 
(referring to the town’s administrative 
offices as regal — they are pretty nice 
though) and exaggerated (stating that 
the town’s officialdom concentrates in an 
unabated fashion on a quest for new rev- 
enues). 

There is even a touch of editorial para- 
noia when it is hinted that the selectmen 
chose to meet on a Wednesday night to 

* avoid the ‘“‘watchful eye of the TOWNS- 
MAN.” (The real reason for the meeting 
that night and for future meetings other 
than on a Monday night is to accommo- 
date the schedule of Selectman Scileppi 
who is temporarily working out of town). 

The editorial, unfortunately, contains 
a blemished statement when it suggests 
that in its eternal search for revenues 
the Town charges $10 for the installation 
of smoke detectors. The real fact is this: 
Massachusetts law requires smoke de- 
tectors. If a person is selling his house, 
he must get the detector inspected and 
approved by the fire department. The 
law allows a $10 fee for the inspection 
and issuance of a certificate of compli- 
ance. This inspection is uniformly 
charged by most or all municipalities 
(including our neighbors) and is not 
unique to Andover. 

But, the blemish is minor when viewed 
in the overall perspective. The purpose 
of editorials is to keep citizens and offi- 
cialis thinking and questioning. It’s all 
part of the process, that for the most 
part, works. 

The role of devil’s advocate is an im- 
portant one, and when this can be done in 
an amusing fashion it makes for good 
reading and a good editorial.

Wright plans to go across the country 
and visit the White Earth reservation 
again. 

“The reservation is small and isolated, 
it’s poverty stricken but the people seem 
to be happy and doing all right. I guess 
you don’t need a BMW to have a good 
time,’’ Wright said. 

“On the sailboat we had to trust and 
get to know one another fast. The simi- 
liarity between people in a foreign situa- 
tion breaks down the barriers between 
different civilizations. You find out un- 
derneath it all you are all the same,” 
Wright said. 

The small basket of black ash strips 
that was a symbol of the friendship that 
began last summer, which has sat in the 
Andover Church for the past year, will 
be returned for a while to the Minnesota 
parish. In its place a quilt with one big 
star in calico white and red will sit on the 
Andover altar. 

“One night while we were night sail- 
ing,” Rev. Diamond said. ““We saw the 
Northern Lights and meteor showers. 
This reminded me about the Indian be- 
lief in creation. Rene can it explain it 
better than I can.”’ 

“In the Indian religious thought,”’

TURMING THE CORNER 


When blank cabinets are used to 
turn a corner, the blank end of the 
cabinet does not have to fill the 
space that is not exposed. in fact, it 
is better if it does not. it is very 
difficult to reach into this type of 
corner. As a result, much of the 
space would be wasted. Diagonal 
corner cabinets can add much inter 
est to a kitchen design. However 
they use up a lot of wall space. For 
example, if adjacent cabinets have a 
depth of 24'4 inches, a cabinet that 
has 20 inches of exposed surface 
along the diagonal requires 39 inch 
es along each wall. This does not 
create wasted space because all the 
interior cabinet space is usable

value in this tax, it makes little sense to 
postpone that revenue.” (The town man- 
ager estimated that the town could gain 
$125,000 to $175,000 in extra revenues by 
enacting the tax this fall rather than next 
spring. ) 

Selectman Charles Wesson noted that 
“fall town meetings traditionally don’t 
consider financial matters.’’ Scileppi re- 
sponded that “‘this particular tax is 
something that is not traditional. The is- 
sue is that it doesn’t make any sense to 
throw away $125,000.” 

Gerald Silverman agreed that the pro- 
posal could wait until next spring, say- 
ing, ‘‘I don’t see any need for us to push 
it simply because it’s there.” 

And Donn Byrne said he would vote 
against enacting the tax in any case, be- 
cause he is ‘“‘opposed to any more taxa- 
tion on any citizen.’’ The selectman 
called the hotel/motel tax a ‘“‘cop-out”’ 
that municipalities might rely on instead 
of finding ways to better manage their 
finances 

But Chairman Dalton said, ‘‘Most peo- 
ple I talk to are in favor of the tax,” be- 
cause it could help reduce Andover 
property taxes.

clients to agree with her preferences. 
‘I’m not the authority and the final word 
on decorating, and no one else is, either 
I like to tell people, ‘It’s your home 
make it look like you want it to.’ I just 
try to guide them so they don’t make hid- 
eous mistakes, so that the room will be in 
good taste.” 

Most of the designer’s Andover clients 
are middle- to upper-income couples in 
their thirties and forties. But she has 
also worked with “very young couples 
moving into little cottages, and older 
couples who are moving into condomini- 
ums, or redecorating a room.
